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GAITHER CAUGHT 

Marshal Barnett Locates Man at 
Paducah Who Killed 
Scott Holeman 

NFORO HAD RECEIVED WARNING 

AND WAS PREPARING TO LEAVE. 

After some of the smoothest 
detective work on 1 ho pun of 
himself and assistants under 
direction, Marshal Barnett, 
this place, landed Major Gaither 
safely in a cell at the county jail 
at Madisonville Friday noon, 
charged with the murder of Scott 
Holeman on Christmas night. If 
the story could be told in full it 
would make very interesttut 
reading, but peculiar circum 
stances surrounding the work of 
detection compel secrecy and the 
details cannot be told. Briefly 
the story is that Mr. Barnett lo- 
cated Gaither at l'aducah, went 
to that city to make the capture, 
and on Thursday afternoon, with 
the assistance of Detectives 
Moore and Will Baker, took him 
into custody. They knew Gaither 
was in a certaiD part of the out- 
«kirt8«f the city, a tough district 
inhabited chiefly by the lower 
class of negroes, but thev were 
forced to keep careful watch for 
some hours before their man ap- 
peared, about four o'clock, in 
company with one or two other 
negroes. Mr. Barnett was watch- 
ing on one side. There seems to 
be but one disappointment in the 
case for Earlington's Marshal - 
that Gaither did not come his 
way, but fate took him into the 
hands of the l'aducah officers. 
The negro for some reason had 
left his revolver, a fine 4o-calibre 
Colts, with which he committed 
the crime, and was taken without 
a struggle. There would proba- 
bly have been a shooting match 
if Gaither had had been armed, 
for his conversation afterward 
showed that he realized he was 
in a bad way. 

Gaither admits that he killed 
Holeman, but has told conflicting 
stories about the crime. He is 
feported to have said at one time 
that he did shoot Holeman and 
that he had bought the big pistol 
for that purpose. This lie denied 
to Mr. Barnett. He told that 
- official that lie had shot at another 
negro and hit Holeman by acci- 
dent. But at the same time he 
asserted that Holemau had I rod 
two or three shots at him before 
he used his gun. Gaither left his 
overcoat and some other belong- 
ings at l'aducah, saying that it 
was useless to go back after them, 
that he-was going to jail and 
would not need them. Ho seemed 
to feel that he would go to the 
peniteutiary for life if he did not 
fare worse. (Jaither had received 
abetter and a message warning 
him to leave, that Mr. Barnett 
was after him, and was prepar- 
ing to get away at the time of 
the capture. , 

The trouble thatculminated in 
the killing came about in thie 
way. Gaither and Holeman were 
•companions and both were mu- 
sicians of the banjo and guitar 
type, frequently playing togeth- 
er "for dances and on other occa- 
ilons. Gaither had some weeks 
previously loaned Holeman some 
money and was holding a guitar 
as security. On Christmas, even 
ing Holeman wanted the guitar 
and w< ut to Gaither's home to 
get it. Gcither was not at home, 
bui Llolemnn took the guitar 
|uay way and" curried it to his 
..home. Gaither when he came 
tn>»ed the guitar, followed to 
Holenmn's house and knocked at 



Gaither shot hiui, the bullet 
r through his 



dieting a slight flesh wound on a 
woman who stood behind him. 
Holeman died next day. Gaither 
denies the story that he killed a 
man in Kansas City in self de- 
fense eleven years ago. He says 
he has a brother who has killed 
three men and is now serving a 
life seutence. 

Since his incarceration in jail 
Gaither has implicated Dave 
Rhodes in the murder of Hole- 
man. Rhodes has been arrested 
and placed in jail at Madisonville. 

There was a reward of flOO.OO, 
which Marshal Barnett shared 
with the l'aducah detectives. 



JAIL DYNAMITED. 



Desperate Attempt at Barbourville. Sus- 
pect Woman Confederate. 

Barbourville, Ky., Jan. 14.— 
An attempt was made to blow up 
the Knox county jail last night, 
and would have succeeded but 
for the prompt action of officers. 
A charge of dynamite was ex- 
ploded in the end of a corridor, 
the purpose being to tear out the 
wall. This did not succeed, as 
the floor, walls and ceiling are 
steel, and before other charges 
could be exploded ohlcers arrived. 
A thorough search by officials re 
vealed several other effarges of 
dynamite, diamond saws and files 
and a closer inquiry established 
that they were obtained from a 
local hardware store, being pur- 
chased by a woman, supposed to 
be a confederate of one of the 
prisoners.

Thousand. Killtd in Peaceful Pursuits in 
Alleghany County.

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 10.— More 
men are killed and maimed in 
Allegheny county in peaceful 
pursuits in oue year than were 
killed and wounded in the great 
battles of history. Statistics for 
the past year show that there 
wi re killed and injured in the 
iron and steel mills and blast 
furnaces 0,000. lo other mills, 
shops and factories 4,000 were 
sacrificed and either died or 
were maimed, while the coal 
mines swell this figure to 400 
more, and tho railroad victims 
include an additional 4'X), mak- 
ing up a gran 1 t«tal of 17,700. 
In addition to this number, 
there are thousands of cases that 
are not reported.

Judge Cowell fined 
each $20 and cost- Thomas paid 
$4 on account and was held in 
jail on charge of stealing an over- 
coat belongiug to Conductor Ed 
Cunningham, which he was wear- 
ing at the time of arrest. Mr. 
Cunningham identified the coat 
as one he had missed from his 
coach on the interurban train on 
Tuesday. Both negroes were 
wearing uew clothing and the 
suspicion was entertained that 
they man have been in the rob- 
bery of Dulin and McLeod's store 
at Madisonville on Saturday 
night- Wilson gave bond and 
was put to work to pay his fine.

Warm Doinqs in Congress and 
Strenuous Times Ahead. 

Ex- Confederate Soldier Fast Passing Out 
of Public Life. 

Washington, Jan 1.",.— The po 
cal pot has been boiling violently 
and witli a great sizz and splutter 
during the past week. At times 
re has been Imminent danger of 
an explosion setdlng the brand-new 
shiny cover of the legislative dish 
soaring out of sight and reducing 
to a collection of scraps the neat and 
orderly appointments of the Con- 
gressional kitchen. So far, the Pres- 
ident and Speaker Cannon, in their 
capacity of joint obief cooks, have 
been successfji^n averting a cat- 
astrophe. It cannot however be 
denied that the situation is still a 
verv ticklish one. The present Con- 
gress, perhaps, owing to the unusual 
number of new members unversed 
in the art of blindly following the 
official bell-wether of the flock had 
developed an unusual and unex- 
pected spirit of independence. In 
consequence the legislative slate 
prepared by the majority leaders 
has been subjected to very sudden 
revision. Bucking the party ma- 
chine in Congress is always a hard 
task, and it is probable that the 
Speaker's policy, which is under- 
stood to be also the administration 
policy, may win out In the House, 
but not without a fight which will 
leave scars ou both sides. Granting 
that, it is still a problem if the Sen- 
ate is going to fall in line behind 
the White House bandwagon. There 
are indications that some influential 
Senators are far from being con- 
sumed with eagerness to march in a 
Booseveltian triumphal procession, 
and the I'nited States Senate is a 
hard body to coerce. 

At the present time the Republi 
can • insurgents" in the House have 
combined to defeat the joint State 
hood and Philippine tariff bills now 
under consideration, by voting with 
the Democrats aud have the Hi 
leaders badly scared for fear i 
will succeed. Attempts are being 
made to deplete the insarrectionist 
forces by the application of official 
pressure and promises.

COUNTY ASSESSORS NEGLIGENT. 



Commissioner Vrecland Says Thtir Re- 
ports of Statistics are Wholly 
Unreliable. 



Iu his report to the Geueral 
Assembly, Commissioner Hubert 
Vreeland, of the Bureau of Agri- 
culture, Labor and Statistics has 
this sharp criticism for county 
assessors : 

Duties of County assessor*. 
While this bureau has a corps 
of more than two hundred voluu- 

teer correspondents who report 
acreage and condition of crops in 
percentage as based on previous 
years, or a ten-year average, it i# 
wholly dependent upon the re- 
port of the State Board of Equal- 
ization for all statistics relating 
to number of acres, pounds and 
bushels. These reports, sent to 
the Board of Equalization by the 
County Assessors have proved to 
be not, ouly ko iucomplete, but so 
incorrest that many complaints 
have come to this department by 
tanners of various counties iu 
the State who claim that their 
respective counties have beeu 
done an injustice by the dissemi- 
nation of such figures. 

As it is important that this de- 
partment should be able to send 
out among the farmers* accurate; 
statistics regarding the number 
of acres aud the uumber of pounds- 
and bushels of such important, 
crops as tobacco, corn, wheat, 
oats, rye, hemp, etc. I respec-. 
lively recommend thnt the law 
regulating the duties of County 
Assessors be so amended as to in* . 
sure the collecting of full and ac- 
curate statistics regarding these 
important crops - .

He says 
he was drunk at the time 
Mrs. Holllster left her home early 
the evening to sing at .he funeral 
of a dead friend. After that she was 
not seen alive. 

There are two ugly bruises on the

MARSHALL FIELD 
HAS PASSED AWAY 



MONDAY'S KAY OF HOPE SCON 
FLICKERED OUT. 



HE WAS READY FOR THE END 



A Brief Sket 
of (ke World' 
Hi.- Rales 



New York, Jan. 17 — Marshall Field, 
the millionaire Chicago merchant, died 
at the Holland hotel at four o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon after an eight days' 
illness of pneumonia. Death came 
peacefully while members of the fam- 
ily, who had been in almost constant 
attendance for several daye, were gath- 
ered around the deathbed. 

They, as well as the dying mer- 
chant himself, were prepared for the 
end. For days they had been swayed 
between hope and fear, but when the 
alarming turn came, after the remark- 
able rally of Monday, it was recognized 
that the end had only been briefly de- 
ferred. Those who were present whan 
the Merchant died were: Mrs. Marshall 
Flf-ld. Mrs Marshall Field, Jr.; August 
N. Eddy, Catherine Eddy, Mra. Hendy 
S. Dlblee, Robert T. Lincoln and Mrs. 
Preston Gibbons. 

Mr. Field was told, Monday night, 
that he had but the slightest chance 
for recovery. During the periods of 
consciousness which marked the last 24 
hours of his life, he talked but little, 
seeming resigned and peaceful, and oc- 
casionally expressing his appreciation 
of the light bis physicians had made for 
him. Mr. Field had been in consulta- 
tion, Sunday, with his personal coun- 
sel from Chicago. He had felt that his 
condition wa* grave and had given al- 
most constant thought to his business 
affair* 

Dr. Krank Billings, Mr. Field's phy- 
sic:an, who came from Chicago, said 
that Mr. Field was unconscious for 
three ho-irs before his death and that 
his temperatuie was 107 when he died. 

Mr. Field's body will be taken to Chi- 
cago by special train. No funeral serv- 
ices will be held here. 

• Mankall Field's Career. 

Mar&hall Field was without doubt the 
pmateat and most successful merchant 
of his generation, and he was one of 
ihe world's richest men. his wealth be- 
ing estimated at about $150,000,000. 

He was a native of Conway, Mass., 
where he was born In 1836. His fa- 
ther was a farmer and Mr. Field ob- 
tained his education in the public 
schools of Conway. At the age of 17 
he became a clerk in a general country 
store in Pltufleld. Mass., where he re- 
mained for four years. He came to 
Chicago in 1856 and began his career in 
tli s Hty as a clerk in the wholesale 
dry goods establishment of Cooley, 
Wadsworth ft Co. 

llurins the four years that he re- 
mained with this house he showed 
marked commercial ability, and. in I860, 
he was given a partnership. The late 
Levi 'A. Loiter was also connected with 
the Arm, and, in 1865, the two young 
men withdrew, and, rn company with 
the late Potter Palmer, they organized 
the firm of Field. Palmer & Leiter, 
which continued until 1867. when Mr. 
Palmer withdrew, and the firm became 
Field. Leiter & Co. 

This continued until 1881. when Mr. 
Lel'tcr retired and .the firm became 
known as Marshall Field & Co.. as it 
Is to-day. The house forged to the 
fr'-it very rapidly, and it Is now the 
largest enterprise of !ts kind in the 
world, having numerous branches 
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enterprise, but In all of his dealin 
renl estate and in other lnvestn 
The Kreat fire of 1871 was the onl 
verse ever experienced by the hou 
Marshall Field & Co. Its losses at that 
time aggregated over fl,000,000. 

In 1872 the wholesale department was 
separated from the retail store, and the 
latter now covers one city square and 
Is located In buildings 12 6tarles in 
height 

While building the dry goods store 
Which hAH grown to such mammoth 
proportions, Mr. Field, who was a firm 
believer In the future of Chicago, in- 
vested heavily In real estate, and to the 
appreciation of this in value he owed 
much of his wealth. 

At the dose of the World's fair In 
190."?, Mr. Field endowed with $1,000,000 
the museum now 1 nown as the Fiold 
Ci.oijiiMuu muMiUB, for which a houu 
valued at $8,000,000 is shortly to be 
erected In the heart of the city. He 
later gave to the University of Chicago 
land valued at $-150,000, to be used for 
athletic purposes, a.id a portion of it 
Is known to-day a 1 Marshall Field, lie 
was extremely rharltable In other di- 
'ti ns, never failing to contribute to 
cause which ho knew to be worthy. 
Personally, Mr. Field was a handsome
